THE BED, WHITE, AND BLUE.

The inhabitants of Havre had been awalt-
ng the arrival of the Red, White, and Blne,
the departure of which from London to Paris
had the day previously been snnonnced.
After a very bolsterous passage, the Intrepid
little yacht presented ftself at the mouth of
the Belne, but it was unable to eail up the
river on acconnt of the high winds, It was,
therofore, obliged to take refuge in the river
of Caen. Thus the hope of the inhabitants of
Havre, who have been on the pier day after
day on the lookout for the American boat,
have been dashed to the ground,

Numerous parties lave gone from Havre to
Caen in order to have a look at the smallest
three-master which certalnly exista in the
world. The Red, White, and Blue left Lon-
don on the lst of March, and put out Lo sea
on the 24, and entered Omsterham on the
ath, fromn whence it was towed Lo Caen by the
steamer Souvenir.

Foctlon 1. Be it enaoted by the Sonate end Howge
of Represeniatives of the Commonwealth of Penne
syivania in General Assembly met, and it \s hereby
enacted by the anuthority of the same, That the
Governor, Audltor-General, and Siate Troa-
sgurer be. and are hereby, suthorized and ems
powered to borrow, on the fulth of the Com-
monwealth, In such amonnts and with sach
notice (not less than forty days) as they muy
decm most expedient for the interest of the
Biate, vwenty-three milllons of dollars, and
issue certificates of loan or bouds of the Come
monwealth for the same, bearing inlerest at n
rate not exceeding six per centam pér annom
payable semi-pnnnally, on the Ist of Februnry
and Ist of August, in the city of Philndelphia;
which certificates of loan or bonds ghall not bhe
subject to amy taxation whatever, for State,
